Mow, the projoct Is not a mere matter of desire,
or of specnlation, but a living, glorious fact,

in  successful  operation, producing the
mont atilylng  resulis 1 over the
aivill wurﬁ!. We now have these asylums

in Massaehnsetts, in New York, in Washington,
im Illinols, and in Indlana; we have them in

land, {n France, in Russia, and wo have one
within an hour's ride from our very door, at
Media, of which last we propose to speak. Yes-
terday we pald a vieit to Medin, and of course
called to see ita principal feature, the Banlta-
tariumn. This asylum was first chartered to the
Qitizens' Association, having not only the right
$0 exlst as & corporation for the treatmeunt of
habitual inebriates, but being also vested with
visltorlal powers over all the almshouses and
public hospitals of the Btate, whereln persons
were medically treated at the 'nmllc expense.
This latter power is now but seldom exercised,
and the asylum is devoted to the revocation of
persons from the influences of strong drink and
narcoties of all kinde, and is under the manage-
ment of the Iounwlnﬁ direetors:—Joseph Par-
rish, M. D., President; John M. Maris and Henry
Lewis, Vice-Presidents; Joshus A. Weolston,
Becretary; Jobhn A, W’rlght, Goorg; Millhken,
Matthew Baird, Samuel Parrish, Thomas A.
Beott, snd Thomas T. Tasker, Jr. We were
unfortunate Iin finding that Dr. Parrish
was in the cl? when we arrived, bat
we were received in the Kindest manner by his
affable and efficient assistant, Dr. Orrin Cooley,
who msed every endeavor to make our visit

leasant and fnstructive. The asylom Is quite a
Lrﬁ:)huﬂding. originally intsuded as a school
for boys, but now refitted, so as to afford every
convenience and comfort for ite inmates. h
patient has a room to himself, large, light, and
meatly furnished. The gas consumed In Bghting
the building is there manunfactored, and indeed
i eompares very favorably with the lauxury for
which we in the city pay so dearly.
The whole house is heated by steam, so that any
temperature required during the winter season
ean be attained. A spaclous recreation room is
previded, with a bllliard table and other sources
of amusement; the library snpplies good reading
matter, and a handsome piano affords opportu-
mity for the cultivation of musical talent. The
patients are allowed the liberty of the bailding
and grounds, and even of the village, and but
Mttle restraint is imposed upon them that would
mot at least be exerclsed at a proper home.
The manner of treatment i8 not one uni-
form, inflexible rule applied Indlserimi-
natel to all, but it is adapted to
the nces of each particular case. The
iime of each gentleman is his own to employ
from breakfnst nntil bed-time as he chooses

vided he is Tmi of no excesses that would
nuinjnrlmu to his health, or any impropriety
that weunld be scandalons to those about him.
They are permitted to indulge ln tobacco moder-
ately, and have as good food, well and eleanly

The prin-
aiple of cure is one built upon the bases ot
hygienle, medical, and moral treatment. If a

At the same
time, the proper medicinos are prescribed for
him and applied im such manner as will
soonest and most surely rebulld his shattered
sonstitution. He ls subjected dally, or every
other day, to a bath—vapor, plunge, douchs,
shower, or medicated, a8 eircmmstances of
the case call for—the facllities for all which are
admirable. Then the recreationm, soclal inter-
